paym ent for his contract, approxi­ 
m ately $4,000. 
Dr. W. E. Purvis of the city plan­ 
ning commission was present at the 
council meeting and presented and 
recommended the acceptance of the 
M ontgomery plan of lots between 
Summ it avenue and Memorial avenue 
since Montgomery had complied with 
the recommendations of the commis­ 
sion. 
No action was taken by coun­ 
cil upon this recommendation. 
Councilman Samuel Reed made a J 
motion, which was passed 
unani­ 
mously. to furnish free light to the 
borough and the city hospital for the 
period of one year from the m unici­ 
pal lighting plant.

street lighting and wherever lighting 
is used by the borough.
